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Council Reviews City's Largest 


Budget Request — Public Safety 


On April 27 the Greenbelt 
City Council went over the bud- 
gets for Public Safety. At 
$8,205,900 Public Safety com- 
prises the largest segment of the 
city budget. No citizens other 
than representatives of the fire 
and police departments and the 
press were present at the meeting. 
Of the four budgets in the Public 
Safety category, almost all of the 
funds are allocated to the police 
department — $8,006,700. The 
budget review began with an 
elaborate presentation. 

Police Chief James Craze 
started off with good news/bad 
news. Class I crimes, the more 
serious class of offenses, have de- 
creased by 7.2 percent, the sec- 
ond year in a row. Since 2002, 
crime is down 12.8 percent. 
However, crimes against persons 
have risen for the second year in 
a row — up 21.4 percent. 

These crimes — assaults, rob- 
beries, rapes and murders — are 
still below the high point reached 
in 2002. Most reported crimes 
relate to property, such as bur- 
glary, theft, auto theft and vandal- 
ism, with these comprising 88.8

percent of all offenses. In 2004, 
76 percent of all crimes were 
committed in Springhill Lake. 

The more than 36,000 calls 
for police service represented an 
increase over the previous year, 
but still below the figures for 
2001 and 2002. Traffic citations 
were up for the year by 40 per- 
cent and parking citations by 37 
percent. (Code enforcement cita- 
tions are accounted for sepa- 
rately.) Red light camera cita- 
tions, however, were down by 28 
percent, due in part to fewer vio- 
lations at lights where there is 
enforcement, but also due to two 
cameras being out of service as a 
result of state highway work. 

Of the persons arrested, 35 
percent are city residents, 44 per- 
cent are Prince George’s County 
residents and the remainder are 
from elsewhere. ‘Traffic accidents 
declined slightly, but serious acci- 
dents involving injury were down 
a significant 27 percent. The 
hours of bike patrolling increased 
by 7 percent and the hours of 
foot patrolling increased slightly. 

As reported in the annual state 
Uniform Crime Reports, the 


crime rate for Maryland was 4.5 
victims for every 1,000 popula- 
tion, 7.2 victims per 1,000 for 
Prince George’s County and 6.2 
for Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt’s rate of clearance 
of crimes investigated is 18 per- 
cent compared with 22 percent 
statewide and 7 percent for 
Prince George’s County. 

A crime is cleared when po- 
lice have identified the offender 
and have evidence to charge and 
actually take the offender into 
custody. The arrest of one per- 
son can clear several crimes or 
several persons may be arrested 
in relation to one crime. 

Accreditation 

The department is seeking ac- 
creditation by the Commission on 
Accreditation for Law Enforce- 
ment Agencies. This lengthy 
multi-year process is about 60 per- 
cent complete, Craze told council. 
The benefit to the city, he said, is 
that it assures citizens, the depart- 
ment and council that we are do- 
ing business the right way. 

Fewer than 20 percent of po-

Three Citizens Suggest Cuts 


To Budget at Public Hearing 


Greenbelt’s proposed Fiscal 
Year 2006 budget is scheduled for 
adoption at the regular city coun- 
cil meeting on June 6. Per city 
code, a public hearing must be 
held on the budget prior to its 
adoption. However, the Greenbelt 
City Council now schedules two 
hearings. The first public hearing 
on the FY06 budget occurred dur- 
ing the regular city council meet- 
ing on April 25. The meeting 
was recessed so the hearing could 
take place. A second hearing will 
be held on May 23. 

Citizen Comment 

Three citizens addressed coun- 
cil about the proposed budget. 
Charles Hagelgans offered a num- 
ber of suggestions to cut the new 
budget including cutting some po- 
sitions, changing landscaping to 
reduce maintenance and selling 
the police department’s rescue ve- 
hicle for cash, which would also 
save On maintenance. He ques- 
tioned the amount budgeted for 
councilmembers to belong to vari- 
ous associations and attend confer- 
ences. He also suggested in the 
future preparing a plain text bud- 
get booklet without the color pic- 
tures and glitz in this year’s edi- 
tion. 

Suzanne Krofchik and Frank 
Gervasi both protested the in- 
crease in property taxes. Krofchik 
advocated making people aware of 
the cost of things and suggested

including an item on the election 
questionnaire asking citizens how 
much they want property taxes to 
increase to cover the costs of the 
services they want. She also sug- 
gested the city levy a special as- 
sessment to cover some programs 
instead of increasing taxes, which 
never seem to go down once 
raised. She suggested city depart- 
ments be directed to plan for no 
increases in their annual budgets. 

Gervasi addressed the fact that 
the full impact of increasing prop- 
erty taxes due to the last assess- 
ment has not yet been felt due to 
the three-year phase in of the in- 
creased assessment. He spoke 
against the increase in the tax rate 
when assessments have increased 
and no doubt will again in the 
next assessment. He said people 
on fixed incomes cannot afford 
higher taxes. 

City Response 

Mayor Judith Davis and other 
councilmembers explained to 
Hagelgans that the city benefits 
from sending more than one 
councilmember to conferences be- 
cause there are numerous break- 
out sessions on different topics 
and just one person could not at- 
tend them all. 

Suggested changes in landscap- 
ing have been brought up before 
but the city grows its own annual 
plants instead of buying them and 
residents have a certain level of 


expectations regarding the land- 
scaping. 

Davis said the police rescue 
vehicle was donated to the city, 
not purchased. It has been used 
already in a hostage situation. 
She asked that staff seek informa- 
tion from the police department 
on its maintenance costs. 

City Manager Michael Mc- 
Laughlin said he could ask depart- 
ment heads to submit their pro- 
posed budgets based on no in- 
creases in funding. 

Davis asked McLaughlin why 
there has not been a surplus in the 
budget since property assessments 
have caused taxes to go up and he 
explained that revenues from 
sources other than property taxes 
have gone down and the property 
tax is the only source of funding 
over which the city has control. 
He added the city will lose some 
revenue from the amusement and 
entertainment tax because half the 
theaters at Beltway Plaza have 
closed. Davis noted that costs 
have gone up even as revenues 
have gone down. 

Before re-convening the coun- 
cil meeting, Davis read an email 
from a group of citizens who 
wrote in support of the tax in- 
crease based on the “excellent ser- 
vices found in Greenbelt.” 


Metroland Is on Agenda

The News Review has learned 
that Greenbelt City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi has received and reviewed 
the Joint Development Agreement 
executed on December 21, 2000, 
between the Washington Metropoli- 
tan Area Transit Administration 
(WMATA) and Metroland Devel- 
opers, LLC. Council met with 
Manzi in executive session earlier 
this week to be briefed and further 
discuss the current Greenbelt Sta- 
tion Development agreement be- 
tween the city and Metroland, con- 
tract purchaser of the North Core 
Metro tract. 

At its next meeting on Monday, 
May 9 council will have the mat- 
ter on its agenda. Further revisions 
could be made to the agreement 
between the city and Metroland 
based on Manzi’s review of the 
Jomt Development Agreement. 


Negotiations dealing with the 
city-developer agreement stalled at 
the April 11 city council meeting 
when WMATA, current owner of 
the 78-acre North Core Metro 
tract, refused to sign the agreement 
between the city and Metroland. 
WMATA objected to the agree- 
ment, particularly to the density 
limits and to the granting of site 
and other plan approvals to the 
city. WMATA has resisted grant- 
ing such approval authority to the 
city unless statutorily mandated. 

To deal with these objections at 
the April 11 meeting, the agree- 
ment between the city and 
Metroland was modified to cover 
only the South Core until such 
time as the North Core is pur- 
chased by the developers. 


Fire Department Expects 
New Engine in Summer

The Greenbelt City Council 
began its worksession of April 27 
on the public safety budgets by 
meeting with representatives of 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad 
(GVFD&RS). Attending were 
Fire Chief Brian Rudy, President 
Chris Fleschman and Vice Presi- 
dent Jay Remenick. The budget 
provides a lump sum of $55,000 
as an annual contribution to the 
department to be used toward the 
replacement of equipment. 

Once the budget is adopted, 
the money is set aside in an 
agency fund reserved for the fire 
department’s use. With this 
year’s contribution, $329,500 will 
be available to the department. 

Rudy told council that the de- 
partment is purchasing a new en- 
gine truck from Seagraves Fire 
Apparatus. The contract price of 
$391,370 is slightly less than the 
amount the department had bud- 
geted. Delivery is expected in 
July or August, a little sooner 
than originally expected. 

The department will sell En- 
gine #352 to supplement ex- 
penses over the $329,500 avail- 


able from the city. Rudy also 
furnished the council with a cur- 
rent replacement schedule for all 
of its equipment. 

GVFD&RS, which has now 
completed its 50th year, is an in- 
dependent organization with close 
ties to the city. Besides the 
city’s contributions toward equip- 
ment purchases, the city built and 
owns the fire station at 135 Cres- 
cent, which it leases at a nominal 
sum to the department. 

The department also receives 
funds from Prince George’s 
County which has primary re- 
sponsibility for fire services. The 
county provides centralized com- 
munications services and other- 
wise coordinates fire responses 
from the many volunteer and 
paid companies within its juris- 
diction. It also provides full-time 
paid firefighters to the various 
stations as needed, three in the 
case of Greenbelt, to cover the 
daytime hours when few volun- 
teers are available to respond. 

Although the county provides 
funds for equipment purchases,

lice agencies are now accredited, 
he said. Other benefits are lower 
insurance rates and easier ability 
to defend departmental actions in 
court. 

The chief reviewed a number 
of initiatives and accomplishments 
of the department over the past 
year. Of particular interest was 
the placing online of the lap- top 
computers. Not having done so 
was a subject of criticism last year 
by the Greenbelt Fraternal Order 
of Police. While satisfied with 
technical help the department has 
been receiving from city techni- 
cians, Craze said the city could 
use more technicians. 

When asked if the officers 
were using the computers, Craze 
responded, “Some use it a lot, 
some use it some and some use it 
not as much as I would like them 
to.” 

The need for homeland secu- 
rity has significantly affected the 
department, Craze said. It has 
been necessary for the department 
to assign officers to become spe- 
cialists in homeland security is- 
sues. A part-time homeland secu- 
rity coordination unit has been 
formed to deal with the training 
and equipment needs of the de- 
partment and to better prepare 
employees should the need arise. 

The city procured equipment 
totaling $20,000 with homeland 
security funds extended by the 
county. Included were automated 
external defibrillators, personal 
protective equipment and training. 

Loitering 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, who noted an increased po- 
lice presence at Roosevelt Center, 
asked how long it will last. Lieu- 
tenant Thomas Kemp responded 
that he expected it to drop off a 
little but that there would be a 
higher presence than in the past. 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
noted that the problem of persons 
gathering at the underpass by the 
Mobil Station had been taken care 
of. 

Kemp described police pres- 
ence as like squeezing a balloon. 
You squeeze it in one place and it 
bulges out in another. That prob- 
lem, he said, has moved to Hill- 
side. However, he felt that each 
Squeeze reduces the problem a 
little. 

Recruitment has become a 
greater problem for the department 
although, when two recruits com- 
plete their training, there will be a 
full complement. Recently only 
12 people showed up for an en- 
trance examination. “We used to 
have a 100 or more, “ Craze said. 

The department advertises as 
far away as Baltimore and Penn- 
sylvania, once considered ripe re- 
cruiting grounds for new employ- 
ees. The two now in training are 
both reserve officers in the mili- 
tary. One is from Greenbelt, the 
other from southern Maryland. 

With a full complement, the 
department will provide a commu- 
nity-oriented police officer for 
Springhill Lake. The apartment 
project's owner, AIMCO, is “on 
line” to pay half the cost, Craze 
said. The city had hoped to get a 
grant for the other half of the ex- 
penses, but failed. Council then 
approved the city’s adding that 
cost to city expenses. 

Red Light Cameras 

Although red light cameras 
have been a divisive subject for 
council in the past and it may yet 
split over the issue, council limited 
itself at the meeting to asking 
questions. Herling asked Craze to 
comment on their effectiveness. 

Craze noted that there are dif- 


ferences in philosophy on this is- 
sue. While there has been a 26 
percent reduction in serious acci- 
dents, he is not able to explain 
why. He likes to think, however, 
that it is due to the red light cam- 
era and other enforcement mea- 
sures taken by the department. 

The budget calls for six cam- 
eras. The council is considering 
adding another camera for west- 
bound Greenbelt Road _ at 
Cherrywood Lane. If done, both 
revenues and expenses would in- 
crease, there would be no adverse 
impact to the budget, City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin told the 
council. 

Staff recommends again that 
the camera at southbound Kenil- 
worth Avenue at Cherrywood 
Lane be removed, something that 
council has not approved even 
though the camera costs more to 
operate by $20,000 than the fines 
it brings in. 

Vendor 

Also at issue is which vendor 
to use for the traffic cameras. 
The current vendor is Trafficpax, 
which uses loops placed under the 
roads to cause the cameras to go 
into action when vehicles cross 
them at the wrong time. Two 
cameras are now out of service 
because state highway work has 
knocked out the loops in the road. 

Although the city had initially 
used this company in association 
with Howard County Police and 
police of other jurisdictions, that 
group has switched to another 
company, Lasercraft. Last year, 
however, council agreed to stay 
with Trafficpax after it reduced its 
price. 

Councilmembers are also con- 
cerned with the methodology used 
by Lasercraft that requires taking 
motion pictures and unavoidably 
takes photos of the vehicle drivers, 
an invasion of privacy that worries 
council. Staff still favors staying 
with the Howard County group 
and going with Lasercraft. 

MPO Maria Parker, who is re- 
sponsible for supervising the cam- 
era operations, told council that 
she needed the partnership with 
Howard County to back her up. 
Roberts, however, favors staying 
with Trafficpax because it has a 
back office component that 
Lasercraft does not have. 

Davis noted that keeping the 
camera at Kenilworth and 
Cherrywood would add $20,000 
to the budget. Roberts noted that 
it really is not an added cost be- 
cause revenues from fines more 
than pay all the costs of cameras. 
However, the new budget has al- 
ready used these projected excess 
revenues to pay for other city 
costs. 

Staff did not help council find 
ways to cut the budget when they 
advised that the cost this year for 
the police officer’s retirement plan 
actually would be 32.7 percent of 
payroll instead of the 32.1 percent 
budgeted. Gasoline costs this year 
also will be $32,000 over budget. 
Staff also recommends buying one 
more police vehicle than in past 
years — eight instead of seven. 
With as many as 56 vehicles, 
McLaughlin felt that a seven-year 
average age at retirement was bet- 
ter than an eight-year average. 
Craze noted that the city is now 
back to buying Chevrolet Impalas 
with smaller engines. For a time 
these were not available in speci- 
fications needed for police ve- 
hicles and the city moved to Ford 
Crown Victorias. 

Craze felt that eight Impalas 
would cost no more than seven 
Fords and that they would get bet- 


ter gas mileage. 
Tank 

A suggestion was made at the 
public hearing on the budget that 
the city could save money by get- 
ting rid of its armored vehicle that 
can be used in hostage-type situ- 
ations to rescue persons. Craze 
noted that the city had gotten the 
surplus military vehicle for free 
and that there was little cost ex- 
cept for basic maintenance. Po- 
lice cost figures provided to coun- 
cil indicated that the vehicle cost 
taxpayer $812.94 in FY2003, 
$569.43 in FY 2004 and $115.25 
in FY2005.

However, a few other 
municipalities help support their 
departments. 

Greenbelt is not the only fire 
company providing first response 
service to the city. Branchville, 
Berwyn Heights, Glenn Dale and 
West Lanham also respond to 
various sections of the city and in 
some cases are able to reach city 
locations before the Greenbelt 
department. College Park, 
Beltsville, Riverdale, New 
Carrollton and others may also 
respond to more serious fires. 

Other Matters

reviewing the plans submitted by 
the department to determine if 
the work can be done without a 
county building permit. 

The one issue appeared to be 
the proximity of the work to a 
stream channel.

Mayor Judith Davis said she 
noted in the press that Berwyn 
Heights had received an Assis- 
tance for Firefighters grant. Had 
the Greenbelt department sought 
one, she asked? Rudy responded 
that the department had been no- 
tified a year ago that it was to 
receive $27,000 to purchase a 
thermal camera and other devices 
but the department hasn’t seen 
the money yet. 

Davis felt the department 
should contact Congressman 
Steny Hoyer’s office to see if the 
funds could be expedited, noting 
that this was an election year for 
the Congressman.

The Fire Department Log is a bi-weekly report of the activities 
and news from the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department and Res- 
cue Squad, Inc. (GVFD&RS) The report includes recent incidents, 
news and upcoming events, fire safety and other fire department 


related information. 


Incident Report 

From April 16 to April 29 the 
GVFD&RS responded to a total 
of 56 engine and 59 ambulance 
calls. Of those calls 22 were re- 
ports of smoke or fire, three were 
gas leaks, two were hazardous 
material incidents, 21 were motor 
vehicle accidents and 50 were 
medical calls. 

BBQ Safety 

As the weather becomes 
warmer, many people cook out- 
doors on barbeque grills. While 
grills can be fun, they can often 
be dangerous. Each year faulty 
or improperly used grills cause 
almost 1,000 fires and kill close 
to 100 people. Following a few 
simple safety tips will help keep 
people and property safe. 

Before each use, visually in- 
spect the grill for any damage, es- 
pecially the tubing, propane tank 
and electrical components. In ad- 
dition, the grill should be cleaned 
regularly in accordance with the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

Never use a grill inside or on a 
balcony or deck. Gmills should be 
set up at least 10 feet away from a 
home or structure and not set on 
anything that can catch on fire. It 
is best to put grills on concrete or 
asphalt. Never start charcoal grills 
with any flammable liquid other 
than BBQ starter fluid. It is also a 
good idea to keep a fire extin- 
guisher, garden hose or at least 
four gallons of water close by in 
case of a fire. 

Be sure to keep children and 
animals away from the grill. Any- 
one near the grill should not wear 
loose clothing that might catch on 
fire. Keep alcoholic beverages 
away from the grill because they 
are flammable. Grill utensils 
should be long enough to allow the 
cook to stand away from the grill. 
Never leave a lit grill unattended. 
If someone is burned by a grill, 
call 911, especially if the burns are 


severe. 

If a fire does occur, take steps 
to stop it only if it is safe. Close 
the cover on a charcoal grill. Dis- 
connect the power to an electric 
grill if it is safe to do so. The 
burners and tank valve can be 
turned off on a propane grill if the 
fire is not near the tank. If the fire 
involves the tank or is close to it, 
do not touch the tank, evacuate the 
area and call 911. If any fire en- 
dangers safety or property, call 911 
immediately. 

After using a grill, follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions on 
cleaning and storage. Be sure to 
soak coals from a charcoal grill in 
water, because retained heat can 
cause coals to re-ignite days after 
being used. 

The GVFD&RS hopes everyone 
has a safe summer.

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A Review 


"Creation": Solid Performance

The actors of the Greenbelt 
Arts Center (GAC) played to a 
near-capacity audience on Satur- 
day, April 30 as they presented 
the Arthur Miller play, “The Cre- 
ation of the World and Other 
Business,” based on Genesis, the 
first book of the Bible. 

The play revolves around the 
power struggle between God and 
Lucifer, the fallen angel, and how 
that scrimmage affects Adam and 
Eve and subsequently their sons 
Cain and Abel. Miller uses com- 
edy, although sometimes dark, as 
well as drama to convince, per- 
suade and pose questions and 
possible answers regarding the 
relationship between good and 
evil, God and man and decisions 
and consequences. 

“T hope it [the play] inspires 
you to think, to question, to ar- 
gue,’ writes Norma Ozur, the 
producer. As the play progresses 
Adam (Ben Church) and Eve 
(Dana Colvin) do plenty of all 
that. Of the two, Eve’s struggle 
with the conflicting forces is 
most evident. Both Church and 
Colvin demonstrate a great deal 
of range as they go from inno- 
cent creations to experienced be- 
ings after eating from the Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil. 

The play’s plot pretty much 
follows Genesis except for inter- 
jections of humor and specula- 
tions of how Adam, Eve, Cain 
(Patrick Mullen) and Abel (Jason 
Meer) must have handled their 
challenges. Bible students will 


note several departures from the 
Scriptures. To mention a few, the 
playwright points to the eating of 
the fruit as Adam and Eve’s per- 
mission to have sex because 
when God created them He 
blessed them to be able to “be 
fruitful and multiply.” Another 
departure is God’s character 
played by Sandy Irving. God 
uses a curse word and is por- 
trayed as One who experimented 
and made mistakes instead of be- 
ing a perfect God. Despite this 
characterization, Irving handles 
the role of God with aplomb and 
authority. 

Lucifer, too, is authoritative 
and very influential. He also 
uses profanity but if obscenity is 
ever appropriate, Satan’s use of it 
would about do it. One expects 
him to be foul and Norm 
Gleichman does a wonderful job 
of being cunning and disgusting. 
During the course of most of the 
play, God and his angels, 
Chemuel (Sharon Calloway), 
Raphael (Bonnie Dodd) and 
Azrael (Jon Marget) sit stage left 
and look on as the action unfolds 
on earth (the stage). Marget 
plays the exaggerated Angel of 
Death. Marget, as well as Irving 
and Gleichman, were standouts in 
GAC’s production of “Much Ado 
About Nothing” last season. 

Besides the acting, other 
standouts were the lighting, par- 
ticularly in two beautiful scenes — 
when God puts Adam to sleep 
and removes his rib to make Eve

Legion Post Collecting for Soldiers’ Kids 


Greenbelt’s American Legion 
Post 136 is asking residents to 
help the environment while pro- 
viding a tangible “thank you” to 
those who made the ultimate sac- 
rifice in serving the country. The 
Legion’s “Soldiers for Soldiers” 
initiative is collecting empty 
inkjet cartridges and used cell 
phones to raise money for 
“American Legacy Scholarship” 
for the children of military per- 
sonnel killed since September 11, 
2001. 

Each cartridge collected pro- 
vides $1 and each cellular phone 
$3 for American Legion charities 
which also include the National 
Emergency Fund and Child Wel- 
fare Foundation. On average, cel- 
lular phones are replaced every 
12 to 18 months. Over 150 mil- 
lion cellular phones are disposed 
of annually. The Legion empha- 
sizes that no purchase is required, 
only collection of items that 
might otherwise be disposed of. 

Commander Ed Rupert re- 
minds people that “As an unfor- 
tunate consequence of Operation 
Traqi Freedom and America’s war 
on terror, many children of our 
active-duty military personnel are 


now members of single-parent 
families. In most cases, this also 
means their chances to attend col- 
lege have greatly diminished. 
Through this fundraising initia- 
tive, we’re asking Greenbelt resi- 
dents to join us in helping the 
children of military personnel 
who died on active duty to re- 
ceive the necessary funding for a 
college education. If everyone in 
our community collected one 
inkjet cartridge and one cell 
phone, there is potential to raise 
a significant sum of money to 
ensure that these kids will have a 
chance at the schooling their par- 
ents would have provided if they 
were here to do it,” Rupert said. 
“Every dollar contributed goes 
directly into the fund.” 

Post 136 will serve as the cen- 
tral collection location and will 
work with businesses and civic 
organizations to serve as addi- 
tional collection points in the 
community.
